“ Provided,  however,  that,  in  case  the  city  shall 
not  on  or  before  the  11th  clay  of  August,  1918,  have 
given  notice  to  the  British  Columbia  Electric  Rail- 
way Company,  Limited  (pursuant  to  clause  num- 
bered 34  of  the  agreement  dated  October  14tli,  1901, 
made  by  and-  between  the  city  and  the  British 
Columbia  Electric  Railway  Company,  Limited),  of 
the  intention  of  the  city  to  assume  the  ownership 
of  the  railway-lines  and  property  of  such  company, 
and:  to  exercise  the  rights  and  power’s  in  such 
clause  numbered:  34  contained,  then  and  in  such 
case  the  Council  shall,  notwithstanding  anything 
in  this  section-  contained,  from  and  after  the  11th 
day  of  August,  1918,  have  the  right  to  exercise  all 
the  borrowing-powers  and-  powers  of  contracting 
debts  in  section  105  hereof  (as  amended  prior  to 
the  passing  hereof)  contained.”

For  i In*  licencing  nnil'  reguluting  <*f 
Turkish  hntliy,  mnniciiring  and  massage 
parlors  mnl  establishments,  and  persons, 
linns,  and  corporal ioms  owning,  maintaining, 
conducting,  or  carrying  on  same: 

For  llic  licensing  and  regulating  of 
private  detectives,  detective  agencies,  and 
persons,  (inns,  and  corporations  owning, 
stain  taming,  conducting,  or  carrying  on 
same.” 

(9.)  By  amending  subsection  (11*)  of  section

and  since  the  date  of  the  passing  thereof,  in  full 
force  and  effect,  and  validating  all  by-laws,  regu- 
lations, sales,  deeds,  conveyances,  orders,  acts,  and 
things  whatsoever  passed,  made,  held,  executed, 
delivered,  performed,  or  done  by  the  City  of  Van- 
couver, the  Council  thereof,  or  the  Treasurer  or 
any  officer  thereof,  or  any  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  or  any  other  person  whatsoever,  pursuant

39  of  (lie  “Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1990, 
Amendment  Act,  1907,”  by  inserting  between  the 
words  “lighting”  and  “as.”  in  the  last  line 
thereof,  the  words  "or  furnishing,  installing,  pro- 
viding, constructing,  or  erecting  ornamental  street 
standards  for  electric  or  other  lighting.” 

(17.)  By  amending  subsection  (2)  of  section 

39  of  the  “ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900, 
Amendment  Act,  1907,”  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  words  “or  furnishing,  installing,  pro- 
viding, constructing,  or  erecting  ornamental  street 
standards  for  electric  or  other  lighting  upon  or 
along  same.” 

(IS.)  By  further  amending  section  IS  of  the 

“Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,  Amendment 
Act,  1910”  (as  amended  by  section  19  of  the 

“ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,  Amendment 
Act,  1911  ”),  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures 
“section  (8a)”  in  the  third  line  thereof,  and 
substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  and  figures 
“subsection  (c)  : ‘(e.)  By  adding  thereto  as  a 
new  subsection  (12b)’”;  and  by  striking  out  the 
figures  “(8a)”  in  the  fourth  line  thereof,  and  sub- 
stituting in  lieu  thereof  the  figures  “ (12b).” 

(19.)  By  amending  section  16  of  the  “Van- 
couver Incorporation  Act,  1990,  Amendment  Act, 
1911,”  by  inserting  after  the  word  “Act,”  in  the 
second  line  thereof,  the  words  and  figures  “ 1900, 
Amendment  Act.” 

(19a.)  By  amending  section  57  of  the  “Van- 
couver Incorporation  Act,  1900,”  by  inserting  after 
the  word  “ purposes,”  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof, 
the  words  “and  park  purposes”;  and  by  adding 
after  said  section  57,  as  a new  section  57a,  the 
following : — 

“ 57a.  The  Council  may  in  each  and  every  year 
pass  a by-law  or  by-laws  for  levying  a special 
rate  on  all  rateable  property  on  the  said  roll  of 
not  more  than  mills  on  the  dollar  for 

park  purposes,  and  the  Council  may,  in  addition 
to  such  rate,  apply  any  portion  of  the  ordinary 
revenue  to  park  purposes.”

provided  for  in  this  Act.” 

(21.)  By  repealing  the  first  eight  lines  of  section 
4 of  the  “ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,” 
and  substituting  the  following  therefor: — 

“ T There  shall  be  elected  every  two  years  a fit 
and  proper  person  who  shall  be  called  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  1 ancouver,  and  two  fit  and  proper  persons 
who  shall  be  and  be  called  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
\ ancouver : Provided  that  at  the  general  munici- 
pal election  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  January 
in  the  year  1913  there  shall  be  elected  four  fit  and 
proper  persons  who  shall  be  and  be  called  Aldermen 
of  the  t ity  of  Vancouver.  The  term  of  office  of 
the  Aldermen,  except  as  otherwise  provided*  herein, 
shall  be  for  four  years  : Provided,  however,  that, 
of  the  four  Aldermen  first  elected  under  this  Act, 
the  term  of  office  of  the  two  receiving  the  lowest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  for  two  years.” 

(22.)  By  repealing  the  first  sentence  of  section 
8 of  the  “ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,”  and 
substituting  the  following  sentence  therefor : — 
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“8.  A 'meeting  of  the  electoi's  of  the  city  shall 
take  'place  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Mayor  of  the  city  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  the  month  of  January  in  the  year  1913,  and  in 
every  second  year  thereafter,  at  eleven  o’clock  in 
the  forenoon,  in  the  City  Hall  or  such  other  place 
as  'the  'Council  shall  by  by-law  appoint,  and  for 
nomination  of  the  candidates  for  office  of  Aldermen 
on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  place  at  the 
hour  of  twelve  noon.” 

(23.)  By  providing  and  enacting  that  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  shall  each  devote  his  entire  time  and 
attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office  and  the  service 
of  the  city,  shall  maintain  regular  office  hours  at 
the  City  Hall,  and  shall  not  hold  any  other  public 
office  during  his  term  ; and  that  the  Mayor  shall 
be  paid  a salary  of  $10,000  per  annum,  and  each 
of  the  Aldermen  a salary  of  $7,500  per  annum, 
all  payable  in  equal  monthly  instalments ; and  by 
repealing  any  provisions  of  the  “ Vancouver  Incor- 
poration Act,  1900,”  and  amending  Acts  repugnant 
to  or  inconsistent  with  this  provision  and  enact- 
ment. 

(24.)  By  amending  section  10  of  the  “Van- 
couver Incorporation  Act,  1900,”  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  words  and  figures  : “ and  shall  also 

deliver  to  the  Returning  Officer  a bond  in  the  sum 
of  $25,000  against  his  malfeasance  in  office, 
approved  as  to  its  sufficiency  by  the  Chief  Justice 
of  British  Columbia.” 

(25.)  By  providing  and  enacting  that  the 
Council  shall  hold  at  least  one  legislative  meeting 
each  week,  and  shall  hold  meetings  daily,  except 
Sundays  and  holidays,  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

(26.)  By  providing  and  enacting  as  hereunder 
set  out,  namely  : — 

“ Selective  or  Three-choice  Ballot. 

“ In  all  general  and  special  municipal  elections 
where  the  number  of  candidates  nominated  for  any 
office  is  more  than  three  times  the  number  to  be 
elected,  the  voting  shall  be  on  the  ‘ three-choice  ’ 
or  ‘ selective  ’ principle  : 

“(a.)  The  margin  on  the  right-hand  side  of  each 
ballot  referred  to  in  subsection  (13)  of  sec- 
tion 13  of  the  principal  Act  shall  in  such 
case  be  divided  into  three  columns,  with 
headings,  ‘ First  Choice,’  ‘ Second  Choice,’ 

‘ Third  Choice,’  respectively  : 

“'(&.)  In  the  ‘First  Choice’  column  the  elector 
shall  vote  his  first  choice  by  making  a cross 
(X)  in  that  column  for  the  full  number  of 
candidates  or  candidate  to  be  elected,  and 
no  more  than  such  full  number.  In  the 
‘ Second  Choice  ’ column  the  elector  may 
vote  for  the  full  or  any  smaller  number  of 
candidates  to  be  elected.  In  the  ‘Third 
Choice’  column  the  elector  may  vote  for 
any  number  of  the  other  candidates.  The 
elector  shall  not  vote  for  any  one  candidate 
in  more  than  one  column.  If  the  elector 
shall  improperly  mark  his  ballot  in  either 
the  ‘ Second  Choice  ’ or  ‘ Third  Choice  ’ 
column,  the  marks  or  votes  in  such  ‘ Second 
Choice’  or  ‘Third  Choice’  column  only 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  spoiled  and  shall  not 
be  counted,  but  such  improper  marking  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  spoil  or  render  invalid  his 
marks  or  votes  in  any  other  column  : 

“(o.)  Candidates  receiving  a majority  of  first- 
choice  votes  for  any  office  shall  be  elected. 
If  the  full  number  of  candidates  to  be  elected 
do  not  receive  such  a majority  of  the  first- 
choice  votes  for  such  office,  a count  shall 
then  be  made  of  the  second-choice  voles 
received  by  those  candidates  for  said  office 
who  are  not  elected  by  first-choice  votes ; 
said  second-choice  votes  shall  be  added  to 
the  first-choice  votes  received  by  such  candi- 
dates, and  candidates  who  by  such  addition 
shall  receive  a majority  shall  be  elected  : 

“(d.)  If  by  the  count  of  either  first-choice  votes 
or  first-  and  second-choice  votes,  as  above 
provided,  more  candidates  than  there  are 
offices  to  be  filled  shall  receive  a majority, 
the  candidate  or  candidates  equal  in  number 
to  the  number  of  offices  to  be  filled  having 
the  highest  vote  shall  be  elected  : 


“(e.)  If  the  full  number  of  candidates  to  be 
elected  do  not  receive  a majority  by  addin 
first-  and  second-choice  votes  as  abov 
directed,  a count  shall  then  be  made  of  the 
third-choice  votes  received  by  those  candi- 
dates for  said  office  who  are  not  elected 
either  by  first-choice  votes  or  by  adding 
first-  and  second-choice  votes,  said  third- 
choice  votes  shall  be  added  to  the  first-  and 
second-choice  votes  received  by  such  candi- 
dates, and  the  candidates  equal  in  number 
to  the  number  of  offices  remaining  to  be 
filled  who  receive  the  highest  number  of 
votes  by  said  addition  shall  be  elected : 

“(/. ) A tie  between  two  or  more  candidates  shall 
be  decided  in  favour  of  the  one  having  the 
highest  number  of  first-choice  votes.  If  they 
are  also  equal  in  that  respect,  then  the 
highest  number  of  second-choice  votes  shall 
determine  the  result.  If  this  does  not  decide, 
then  the  tie  shall  be  determined  as  provided 
by  subsections  (23)  and  (24)  of  section 
12  of  the  ‘ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act, 
1900’: 

“(g.)  Whenever  the  word  ‘majority’  is  used  in 
this  section,  it  shall  mean  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  total  number  of  ballots  cast  at 
such  election. 

“ Legislation  by  tiie  Electors. 

“ The  electors  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in 
addition  to  the  method  of  legislation  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  have  the  power  of  direct  legislation 
by  the  initiative  and  referendum. 

“ Initiative. 

“ The  initiative  shall  be  exercised  in  the  follow- 
ing manner: — - 

“(a.)  A petition  signed  by  qualified  electors  of 
the  city,  accompanied  by  the  proposed  legis- 
lation or  measure  in  the  form  of  a proposed 
by-law  (which  by-law  shall  first  be  sub- 
mitted to,  and  approved  as  to  form  by,  the 
City  Solicitor  of  the  city),  and  requesting 
that  such  by-law  be  submitted  to  a vote  of 
the  people  if  not  passed  by  the  Council,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Clerk  : 

“( l) .)  Within  seven  (7)  days  from  the  filing  of 
such  petition  the  Clerk  shall  certify  the 
number  of  votes  cast  at  the  last  general 
municipal  election  for  all  candidates  for 
Mayor,  and  the  number  of  electors  who 
signed  such  petition,  and  shall  present  such 
certificate,  petition,  and  proposed  by-law  to 
the  Council » 

“(c. ) If  such  petition  be  signed  by  qualified 
electors  in  number  equal  to  25  per  centum 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  at  the  last 
preceding  general  municipal  elcetion  for  all 
candidates  for  Mayor,  the  Council,  within 
forty  (40)  days  after  the  receipt  thereof, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act, 
shall  either  pass  such  by-law  without  alter- 
ation. or  submit  it  to  the  electox-s  of  the 
city  at  a special  election  which  must  be 
held  within  six  months  after  the  receipt  of 
such  petition  by  the  Council : Provided, 
however,  that  if  any  other  municipal  elec- 
tion is  to  be  held  within  the  said  six 
months,  the  said  proposed  by-law  shall  be 
submitted  without  alteration  to  be  voted 
upon  at  such  election : 

“(d.)  If  such  petition  be  signed  by  qualified 
electors  in  number  equal  to  15  per  centum 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  at  the 
last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for 
all  candidates  for  Mayor,  and  the  said  pro- 
posed by-law  be  not  passed  by  the  Council 
without  alteration  before  the  commencement 
of  publication  of  notice  of  the  next  munici- 
pal election,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the  vote 
of  the  electors  at  such  election  : Provided, 
however,  that  such  petition  must  be  filed  at 
least  sixty  (00)  days  before  the  date  fixed 
for  such  election. 

“ Referendum. 

“ If  at  the  final  passage  by  the  Council  of  any 
by-law  two  (2)  membei's  of  the  Council  shall 
demand  it,  the  same  shall  not  go  into  effect  before 
ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  such  final  passage: 
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“(«.)  If  prior  to  t lit*  dale  wlion  any  l>y  la"- 

take  effect  a petition  signed  by  qualified 
electors  equal  in  number  to  25  per  centum 
of  the  entire  vote  east  at  the  last  preceding 
general  municipal  elections  for  all  candi- 
dates for  Mayor  shall  be  tiled  with  the  t leik. 
protesting  against  the  enactment  of  such 
by-law,  it  shall  be  suspended  from  taking 
effect.  Immediately  upon  the  filing  of  the 
petition  the  Clerk  shall  do  all  things  required 
by  subsection  (6)  of  section  above  under 
heading  ‘Initiative.’  Thereupon  the  Coun- 
cil shall  immediately  reconsider  such  by-law, 
and,  if  it  do  not  entirely  repeal  the  same, 
shall  submit  it  to  the  vote  of  the  electors 
at  the  next  municipal  election ; or  the 
Council,  in  its  discretion,  may  call  a special 
election  for  that  purpose;  and  such  by-law 
shall  not  take  effect  unless  a majority  of 
the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon  at  such 
election  shall  vote  in  favour  thereof: 

“(b.)  The  Council,  of  its  own  motion,  may 
submit  to  the  vote  of  the  electors  for  adop- 
tion or  rejection  at  any  general  or  special 
municipal  election  any  proposed  by-law  in 
the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  of  this  Act  for  their  submission  on 
petition. 

“ 13.  There  shall  not  be  held  under  the  initiative 
and  referendum  provisions  of  this  Act  more  than 
one  special  election  in  any  period  of  six  months. 

“ Recall. 

“ The  Mayor  or  any  of  the  Aldermen  may  be 
removed  from  office  by  recall : 

“(a.)  The  recall  shall  be  instituted  by  a petition 
signed  by  qualified  electors  of  the  city, 
requesting  such  removal  on  grounds  stated 
therein ; such  petition  to  set  forth  the 
number  on  the  voters’  list  of  each  petitioner 
and  his  residence,  to  be  verified  on  oath  as 
to  facts  and  signatures  and  to  be  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk : 

“(b.)  Within  seven  (7)  days  from  the  filing  of 
such  petition  the  Clerk  shall  certify  the

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
.properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S67,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock,  Dam 


Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  iu  its  operation  would  alTeet  the  rights  or 
properly  of  other  parlies,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendmenl  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,— - 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci-
